In response to the Restriction Requirement dated June 15, 2006, 
Applicants provisionally elect with traverse, claims 29-37. 

Applicants submit, however, that the restriction requirement is improper. 
In particular, Applicants submit claims 20-27 should also be examined at this 
time. Indeed, independent claim 20 recites a process for making a foil web that 
includes several specific steps. These steps are also included in the provisionally 
elected claim 29 reciting an apparatus for performing the process. The 
Examiner's characterization and classification of the claims in the Office Action 
apparently did not factor into account the body of the claims, but appears to have 
relied only on the stated preamble. 

In view of the above, Applicants submit claims 20-27 and 29-37 should be 
examined at this time. Similarly, independent claim 28 recites the apparatus in 
means plus function form. Hence, claim 28 should also be examined at this time. 
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For the foregoing reasons, Applicants submit the restriction requirement 
is improperly set forth and that claims 20-37 should be examined at this time. 
An early notice to that effect is solicited.
